It was not taken, however, as plans 
were changed at the last moment. It was 
learned that Dr. Hearne had no weapon 
upon him, and it was thought inadvisable 
to search him unnecessarily, as he would 
have been prosecuted had concealed weap- 
ons been found upon him. 

Another anticipated sensation did not 
materialize when Mrs. Hearne failed to put 
in an appearance. The reason Judge Hen- 
dricks had given for recalling Richard H. 
Stillwell to-day was that he wanted him to 
make his refiections upon the chastity of 
his stepmother face to face with her whom 
he was blasting. At the last moment it was 
thought safest not to precipitate a scene 
and Mrs. Hearne did not appear. 


Richard H. Stillwell took the stand shortly 
after 10 o'clock. At his own request the 
oath was readministered to him. The first 


question asked him was:

Judge Hendrick's questions then turped to 
the employment of detectives by thé wit- 
ness to ferret out the murder, in response 
to which he went on to explain the conduct 
of the Pinkertons as being perfectly natural, 
He had no reason to suspect Hearne at that 
time, and after the detectives had followed 
up every clew he let them go.

IMPORTANT REVELATIONS, 


Significance of the Testimony of At- 
torney Heather.

HANNIBAL, Mo., July 17.—The testimony 
of H. Clay Heather, Prosecuting Attorney 
of Marion County, furnished the sensation 
of the Hearne-De Young libel suit yester- 
day. It was not like most of the testi- 
mony which has been printed so far. All of 
the other sensational stories save part of 
Richard Stillwell’s had Been heard in the 
Grand Jury room and had become food for 
general gossip in the town for months and 
years, 

Not so with Heather’s. It came with a 
clap of thunder f the clear sky. It was 
thé ‘final stroke in Attorney Mahan's case. 


There were not a dozen persons who knew 
that the young 2 had during all 
these years carried with him the secrets he 
yesterday divulged, and when the bulletins 
put upon the streets by the loca? papers told 
them of it the previous sensations of this 
sensational hearing were all eclipsed. 

Heather’s testimony clinches strongly the 
evidence given during the early depositions 
going to show that Dr. Hearne and Mrs. 
Stillwell were contemplating getting rid of 
Amos J. Stillwell and that Rufus J. Ander- 
son, ex-Prosecuting Attorney for Marion 
County and now local counsel for Dr. 
Hearne knew of this. 

Col. Anderson made threats of bringing 
libel proceedings against Richard Stillwell 
because the latter connected Rim with this 
knowledge, but in the face of Heather's 
testimony that he heard him in consultation 
with Mrs. Stillwell for an hour as to how 
this should best be done, places him in such 
a position that legal proceedings hardly ap- 
pear probable. 


Judge Hendrick made a strong assault up- 
on Heather because of the manner in which 
he obtained this damaging information. 
By the witness’ own statement he overheard 
it through a locked door at a time when he 
was a student in Col. Anderson’s law of- 
fice. The Judge intimated very strongly by 
his questions that this was both unpro- 
fessional, ungentlemanly, and sufficient to 
make the witness unworthy of belief. 

Heather was very frank about the mat- 
ter. He said he conceived it to be his duty 
to tell it. If Judge Hendrick, or Col, An- 
dérson, or anybody else thought that they 
could talk around where he was about a 
case of this character and then expect him 
to keep his mouth shut because he hap- 
pened to be in the same office they had 
picked out the wrong man. 

There is now scarcely any doubt in the 
minds of the people here that the Grand- 
ury will indict Dr. Hearne and his wife. 

he proceedings so far have not only in- 
flamed the popular prejudice against the 
couple on the basis of the old facts, but 
additional information has been ained. 
Then Richard Stillwell, with his everlasting 
expressions of innocence in his relatives 
and his explanations of suspicious circum- 
stances will no longer be in that attitude. 
He will now really do as he has always 
claimed he has done, viz: urge a thorough 
and absolute investigation of the case to 
the bitter end. An indictment is the only 
way that this can be done, and the people 
of Hannibal now believe that the chances 
in favor of this eventually are 100 to 1. * 


The testimony of John R. Stillwell yes- 
terday was a surprise. There were many 
who anticipated that with his deep-seated 
hatred of Hearne that he would tell every-

that he did not. He is waiting 
for the trial, and then there will come the 
time when he will square himself with 
Hearne. He owes him now for more than 
the death of his uncle, if mon report 
and hints on the witness stand be true, 
and if the look in his eye as he glared at the 
doctor during the giving of his evidence 
may be taken as an index of his feelings, 
there can be no mercy in his heart.

SOLD TO THE TAX FARMER. 


Horrible Lives Led by the Inmates of 
the Filthy Prison at 
Pan. 


(From the Associated Press Correspondent 
: in Armenia.) 

VAN, June 3.—The prison of Van, where 
the Armenian prisoners are confined, is loca- 
ted under the shadow of the city wall and 
at a point where the ground is low 80 as to 
receive the drainage of the rest of the city. 
Like the rest of the buildings of the city it 
is built of sun-dried bricks laid in the mud. 
The prison is only a one-story building, and 
with no provision for keeping it dry. 

The inner prison consists of six long, nar- 
row rooms, three on each side of a common 
passagéway into which they open, Each 
room is about twelve feet wide and from 
thirty to forty feet long, has two windows 
at the outer end and two small windows and 
a door at the inner end opening into the 
passage. During the last winter from 
thirty to forty men were crowded in each 
of these rooms, sleeping on the floor, a row 
along each wall, so that if their feet were 
a little more than ordinarily extended the 
two rows would interfere with each other. 
Sometimes there are twenty-two men in 
each row, allowing only about eighteen 8

It was learned at the office of the Dis- 
trict Attorney during the two hours’ inter- 
view Holmes had yesterday with three 
members of the District Attorney's staff 
that he said: 

“I suppose I'll swing for this.“ This is the 
only, remark dropped from Holmes’ lips 
which in any way tends to fhcriminate him. 
The District Attorney says this is practical 
admission of Holmes’ guilt. Notwithstand- 
ing Holmes’ remark, his counsel says he 
can prove an alibi in his client’s case. He 
says that Holmes was not in Toronto when 
the Pietzel children were murdered. This 
he says can be proven by Mrs. Howard, 
Holmes’ third wife, who is at present liv- 
ing with her mother in Franklin, Ind. The 
authorities place but little cradence in the 
alibi story and are satisfied fiat he is the 
murderer. 


Good Detective Work. 


TORONTO, July 17.—At the inquest on the 
bodies of Billa and Nellie Pitezel evidence 
was taken as to the finding of the bodies 
and then the jury adjourned until to-night 
to await the st mortem of the medical 
men entrust with the examining of the 
bodies, Detective Greyer is hard at work. 
To-day they discovered the expressman who 
took the trunk, which has invariably ac- 
com led Holmes in all his journeys into 
the St. Vincent street house, and this man 
had no difficulty in picking out Holmes’ 
photograph from a number of others.

‘MEMPHIS TAK CASES. 


Testing = Right < of Certain Corpora- 
- tions Exemption. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—The Memphis 
tax cases were filed in the United States 
Supreme Court yesterday on assignment of 
error in the decisions of the Supreme Court 
of Tennessee. There are twelve of the cases, 
there being one each on account of the city 


of Memphis, the county of Shelby, against 


the following institutions: 

The Planters’ Fire and Marine Insurance 
Co., the Home Insurance and Trust Co., 
the Mercantile Bank, the Mechanics’ Sav- 
ings Bank, the Memphis City Bank and the 
Bank of Commerce, 

These concerns all claim immunity from 
taxation on account of old charters granted 
to United States companies, into which they 
have come into possession, and some of 
which are never utilized by the compafiles 
to which they are granted. The State de- 
nied the existence of the immunity claimed 
in all the cases, and brought suit to com- 
pel the payment of taxes such as are re- 
quired to be paid on other property. The 
Claims run back for several years, and they 
Aggregate several hundred thousand dol- 
lars. The detision of the Tennessee Ju- 
preme Court was favorable to the State.

SAT TILL MIDNIGHT. 


The House and Council Finally Agree 
on an Appropriation Bill. 


As was anticipated yesterday the House 
and Council agreed on the appropriation bill, 
but not without the Council making conces- 
sions it was not expected it would make. 
The House receded from its amendment 
reducing the City Hall appropriation from 
$250,000 to $200,000, but om the other hand the 
Council yielded in the matter of the $10,000 


appropriation for Forest Park police, al- 
though the ordinances give no authority for 
the appropriation. 

The ouse committee was dead set on 
this particular appropriation goin through 
and to have further antagoni them on

In consideration, therefore, of the 
House committee consenting to a restora- 
tion of the full amount originally appropri- 
ated, the Council committee agreed to this 
and other contessions.

& BEEDED LEssON TAUGHT. 
The calling of a State convention was 
not the only victory achieved by the Dem- 
ocrats of Missouri in their recent contest 
with the State Committee, Quite as im- 
portant as the convention itself is the les- 
son that has been taught the committee 
8 its functions and its true rela- 
tion to the party. 
Nothing could exceed the arrogance of 
the committee’s attitude at the outset. 
The committeemen who voted against a 
convention on June 1 gave it out that it 
was Mr. F. W. Lehman's speech that de- 
cided them. Mr. Lehman's speech was 
simply an argument that the committee 
is a body of men so much wiser and more 
intelligent than the party they represent 
that it was their duty. to disregard the 
party’s demands whenever, in their wise 
judgment, the foolish and ignorant people 
were exhibiting their folly by asking 
what the committeemen thought they 
ought not to have. 
The idea that the committee are simply 
agents, appointed to execute the party's 
will, and that their firat duty is to carry 
out the instructionsof those who appoint- 
ed them as agents, was openly flouted in 
the committee meeting and afterwards

CHICAGO’S BIG SEWER. 


There is no occasion for panic over the. 
Chicago Drainage Canal. There wes un- 
scrupulous disregard fer the rights and 
interests of others in the projecting and 
building of this big sewer, but St. Louis 
is in little danger of disastrous effects | 
from it. Even the great qantity of sew-. 
age which Chicago throws off would be 
harmless by the time it reached St. Louis. 
But this city is further protected by the 
fact that our water supply is really 
drawn from .the Missouri River, whose 
current flows next to the St. Louis shore. 
Chairman King of the Missouri Board 
of Health, nowever, ts right in his de- 
termination to take action towards pre- 
venting the pollution of the Mississippi 
or its tributaries through Chicago drain- 
age. He is correct in his view that this 
is a proper subject of Congressional ac- 
tion. The people of one State are en- 
titled to protection from the pollution of 
rivers by the people of another State. 
This right of protection is founded upon 
a common principle of juatice. 

Congress should take up the whole ques- 
tion of river drainage.end have it 
thoroughly investigated with a view toa 
permanent solution. The country is be- 
coming so thickly settled that the qispos- 
al of sewage will soon be a matter of 
vital importance to public health. Laws 
will be needed to preyent the tainting of 
streams with the sewage of cities. Mu- 
nicipalities will be compelled to adopt 
sanitary methods of disposing of their 
sewage. Practical experience has dem- 
onstrated that it. can be profitably util- 
ized by scientific treatment.

The initiatory steps were taken by a num- 
ber of Democratic newspaper men on Friday 
last to perfect an organization of the Demo-
